GIVES OUTLINE OF PLANS 


I have simply sold some. that’s 
all, I have sold stocks before.”’ 

Charles T. Yerkes ‘thus referred to the 
transactions involving the payment to him 
of approximately $5,830,000, by which he yes- 
terday stepped down and-out of the con- 
trolling ownership of the Lake Street Ele- 
vated, the Northwestern Elevated, and the 
Unien Loop companies. 

* It is true that this clears out my traction 
holdings pretty well,”’ he added, *‘ but lhave 
other property interests in Chicago, and this 
city will continue to be my home. I shall al- 
ways be a Chicagoan.”’ 

He then outlined his immediate plans for 
the future as follows: 

* I shall go to London for a few weeks. 

“I shall not enter Wall street. 

“TI shall not take up permanent residence 
in New York City. 1 go there only for rest— 
for my vacations, as it were. 

**I shall not take a yachting trip around 
the world. 

“TI shall now devote some attention to the 
newspaper business, trying to push my Chi- 
cago paper to the front.”’ 


Means a Big Merger. 
#Mr. Yerkes admitted that the transfer of 
his elevated road properties to Eastern cap- 
italists is a step toward the uniting ofall the 
elevated railroads in Chicago. The Union 
Traction company, he intimated, will become 
the central controlling factor of all the city’s 
surface lines—a plan contemplated when he 
disposed of his holdings in the North and 
West Chicago street railroads two years ago. 
He discussed the problem but offered no solu- 
tion for a change in motive power on the 
present trunk lines. Here are his verdicts, 
as delivered in an informal discussion: 
“Compressed air cannot be used on the 
trunk lines.

Gossip hes it that a social row, has arisen 
among the officers of Governor Yates’ mil- 
itary staff over a matter of brecedence at the 
quarterly meeting and dinner at the Unton 
League club this evening. Governor Yates 
and his staff have been invited to the dinner, 
being the special gueste of Colonel J: H. 
Strong, General Manager of the United 
States Mutual -Lige Insurance company of 
this city, and a member of the club. . 

The story runs that Colonel Walter Field- 
house, also of this city; and also a member of 
the Governor’s staff, has insisted to Colonel 
Strong that, inasmuch as the Governor is to 
be the guest of honor, the members of his 


' military staff must not only appear in full 


uniform but must be given the seats of 
honor, and that he, Colonel Fieldhouse, must 
be allowed to sit at the Governor's left, the 
right seat being presumably occupled by the 
President of the club. 

Will Not Heed Objections. 

Colonel Stpong, who, as host of the Gov- 
ernor, might with good reason have expected 
to occupy this seat himself, was somewhat 
emphatic when the aforesaid gossip was 
ealled to his attention last evening. Asked 
about the story he said: 

*“ Colonel Fieldhouse has not communicat- 
ed to me any objection to the arrangements, 
and if he did no attention would be paid to 
him. The members of the Governor's staff 
were not invited until, at. my personal re- 
quest, the Board of Managers agreed to in- 
vite them. In my invitations I suggested 
that uniforms be discarded, and my idea was 
that. it would save country members consid- 
erable annoyance. It was suggested to me 
that the staff should always appear in the 
Governor's presence in full uniform and side 
arms, and while I admitted the propriety of 
the suggestion, under the circumstances I 
decided not to heed it.

The same can be 
said of their swords, and consequently no 
eritic should be severe enough to find fault 
with themif they break the regulararmy rule 
and get them mixed up with the legs of their 
chairs. As a matter of precedent, it is but

This removes all fear of an extra session, 
so far as complications fromm Cuba and the 
Philippines are concerned. 

Both declarations of the colonial policy of 
the McKinley administration go as amend- 
ments to the army bill, thus following out im 
every detail the program first announced ia 
THE TRIBUNE of Monday, Feb. 4 

The Cuban statement was adopted intact, 
as previously published; by a vote of 48 to 20, 
all efforts to amend it being successfully re- 
sisted. Thus Congress has decided the condi- 
tions on which the President is authorised to 
withdraw the troops from Cuba. Until these 
conditions are met the Cuban Republic will 


not be recognized ‘by the United Statem or ™ 


any other country. 

The Spooner bill providing for a temporary 
civil government in the Philippines went 
through the Senate by a vote of 45 to 27. It 
was changed slightly by the Hoar amendment 
adopted yesterday restricting the right of 
{issuing franchises. This amendment was 
accepted by the committee and was adomes 
without debate.” “>

Legislative Committee Has # 
New Plan on Dowie’s 
Institution. | 


House Members Fina They Lack 
the Power to Call Witnesses — 
in Investigation. 


INTEND TO LEARN FACTS. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE ) 
| Springfield, Ill., Feb. 27, 
The committee appointed to investigate 


_the Dowie Bank of Chicago will secure all 
‘the information it can concerning the instti- 


tution, in spite of the discovery that it has 
no authority to compel the attendance of 
witnesses. It also will call the attention of 
State’s Attorney Deneen to the bank and 
ask action by the Cook County grand jury. | 

In his opinion rendered today Attorney 
General Hamlin holds that the Illinois Leg- 
islagure has no authority to investigate the 
business of the Bank of Chicago. In the 
judgment of the Attorney General the reso- 
lution adopted by the Legislature last week 
providing for an investigation of the conduct 
of the institution is without force. He says 
the Legislature cannot compel witnesses to 
testify in the matter, and cannot punish per- 
s0ns subpoenaed as witnesses for refusing to 
testify. - 

No Right to Call Witnesses. 

A number of authorities are cited by the 
legal advisor of the State in the opinion, 
which was rendered at the request of mem- 
bers of the committee assigned to the work 
of investigating the Zion City Bank matter 
The opinion says that the resolution is onl 
inquiring into the private business of an 
institution or of one individual; that the 
evils complained of, if well founded, will fall 


_ within the jurisdiction of courts, and persons 


interested have remedy in the courts; that 
the resolution and preamble adopted by the 
Legislature do not show any matters over 
which the Legislature has jurisdiction or 
upon which it can exercise any judicial pow- 
er; and that under the preamble and resolu- 
tion the committee named could not compel 
‘the attendance of witnesses at the court of 
inquiry, could not compel them to give testi- 
mony, and could not punish them for con- 
tempt in refusing to give testimony. 

Speaker Sherman, when esked this even- 
ing as to what the investigating committee 


the Attorney General, said: 

“The Attorney General is undoubtedly 
right. The committee possesses no power to 
compel witnesses to testify. It may ask 
questions of Mr. Dowie, but must be content 
with answers voluntarily given.

SHIP GOODS TO A DEAD MAN. 


Said That Chicago Grocers Have Been

swindled out of goods to the value of from 
$25,000 to $50,000 by a Milwaukee man, whose 
identity is-not divulged.

Stock and fixtures in the dive of Albert 
Fridrich, Clark and Madison streets, were 
sold at auction yesterday. While the sale 
indieates that the divekeeper has despaired 
of being ailowed to resume business, it does 
not mean that it was prompted by financial 
stress. Fridrich is said to have made a 
fortune in the place. He intends to return to 
Germany and invest his money in a brewery.

STORY NOT YET VERIFIED

SEE THIN EDGE OF WEDGE.

LONDON, Feb. 28, 3 a. m:—The Chronicle 
this morning gives prominence to the fol- 
lowing which it frankly admits it has no 
means of verifying: 

“We have received from a quarter that 
we have every reason to believe is trust- 
worthy, a report that General Botha has 
surrendered to General Kitchener.’’ 

If this should prove true the coincidence 
of the surrender occurring on the anniver- 
garies of ‘Majuba Hill and Paardeberg is 
somewhat remarkable. 

General French's huge captures of stock 
and supplies and the general denudation of 
the scene of the operations in the eastern 
Transvaal are regarded as favoring the 
probability, but, on the other hand, the cor- 
respondents at Pretoria declare that Gen- 
eral Botha has crossed the railway to Dela- 
goa Bay and on Tuesday was to the north 
of Miédleburg, apparently making for Gen- 
eral Viljoen’s headquarters beyond Roossen 
Kraal, the seat of the Boer govetnment.

Boer Losses Cheer London. 

General Kitchener telegraphs the War 
office from Middelburg, Transvaal, a sum- 
mary of additional captures made by 
|General French in his operations in 
the eastern Transvaal. General French's 
last dispatch was dated Feb. 22 and told of 
great seizures of supplies, etc., made by him. 
General Kitchener’s dispatch is as follows- 

“French reports the following additional 
captures in his operations up to Feb. 25: One 
19-pounder Krupp howitzer, one Maxim, 
20,000 rounds. of small-arm ammunition, 153 
rifles, 888 horses, 52 mules, 864 trek oxen, 
6,600 cattle, 9,800 sheep, and 287 wagons. 

“The Boer casualties were four killed and 
five wounded, and 300 surrendered. We had 
no casualties.’’ 


More Hopeful in London. 

General French’s most recent success, com- 
bined with other advantages gained by the 
British forces in south Africa, have created 
@ more hopeful feeling in the War office 
here. Lord Raglan, Under Secretary for 
War, described it today as being “ the thin 
end of the wedge,” and this also is the opin- 
ion of the military critics. 

It is felt by Mr. Brodrick and Lord Roberts 
that so long as the British forces are doing 
something to diminish the Boers’ supply of 
men, mounts, and ammunition, they are 
achieving the possible objective at present in 
sight. 

It is not believed to be at all likely General 
Kitchener will grant any armistice as a 
preliminary to peace, or, if he does he will 
not let the War. office know of it until he 
learns the result. In fact, small reliance is 
placed on such an offer, for even if General 
Botha gave in the War office is inclined to

It ig not likely that they. will be inclined 
to wander away from the iron and steel 
business. That is to be the specialty of 
ihe United: States Steel company. It will 
own jron ore beds, It will toke the coal dug 
out of its own mines, It will transport the 
oré, coke, and coal ‘it handles’ in its own 
‘ships or on its dwn railways! Probably 
it will.ship its products to: foreign markets 
in ships which will belong to it. At no 
point between the mining of the raw ma- 
terials aud the delivery of the finished prod- 
uct to the ¢onsumer will any outsider di- 
vide profits: withthe steel company. It 
will have absolut® industrial independence. 

This corpération will not have to pay 
royalties to miné-ownets, nor to compensate 
coke manufacturers or .vessel-owners for 
their services... The cost of production of 
the commodities it intends to put on the 
market will fall much below what it will 
be with any competitor in this country or 
in Berope. Bat the United States Steel 
company will not be altogether blest, Its 
capitalization will far exceed what it would 
have been if so high a price had not been 
paid for: the companies which have been 


taken in.and for the cost of financing the 


enterprise:, Doubtless the statement that 
Mr. J.-P, Morgan's fee is to be $40,000,000 
is an exaggeration, but he will be well paid, 

The eonipany will have tO take care of 
$300,000,000 of 5 per cent bonds and will 
be expécted to.pay 7 per cent dividends on 
$400,000,000 of cumulative preferred stock. 
The holders of the $400,000,000 of com- 
mon stock will be disappointed if they get 
no dividends at all. So the low cost of pro- 
duction is offset to some extent by this 
capitalization, which exceeds that of the 
overcapitalized companies which have been 
consolidated. The company will not be 
able to offer its products for so low a price 
as it could but fdr its extreme generosity to 
the owners of the properties it has acquired. 
It has paid a high price for a commanding 
position which may not be permanent.

GOVERNMENT LOSES BY DISHONESTY. | 

In-110 years the United States govern- 
ment has. lost through dishonest agents and 
officialg a total of $16,000,000 in the hand- 
ling of $32,663,000,000. In other words, a 
little less than five-one-hundredths of 1 per 
cent of the total was lost through dishones- 
ty. This is a remarkably small percentage 
of loss and will compare favorably with the 
recoftd of private enterprise during the same 
period. The federal government suffers 
much less from dishonest employés now 
than it did sixty or eighty years ago. There 
was much more crooked work-under Jack- 
son's administration than there is nowa- 
days. | 

In the early decades of the last century 
there was a great deal of money lost through 
defects in the methods of collecting customs 
duties.

MR. ASTOR’S TERRIBLE REVENGE. 

Once upon a time, when William Waldorf 
Astor was a citizen of the United States, 
he wrote two novels which he considered 
extremely good. But his opinion concern- 
ing them was not that of the reading public. 
It failed to appreciate the merit of Mr. 
Astor’s books. Had there not been some 
curiosity, due to the fact that the author 
was a millionaire, their sale would have 


been small indeed. 


This manifestation of a lack of good sense 
and of literary culture had much to do with 


Astor’s abandonment of his native land 


and of American citizenship. He saw that 
in this country there was no recognition of 
his merits as a statesman and man of letters. 
Years have elapsed’ since Mr. Astor bade 
the unappréciative republic adieu, but he 
has not forgotten the indifference displayed | 
when he first sought te win fame as a 
romancer, and he is resolyed that Americans 
shall suffer for their past folly. 

He has published a volume of short stories. 
Some of them have thrilling titles, such as 
“The Red Dwarf of Rabenstein,” “ The 
Wraith of Cliveden Reach,” and “‘ Under 
the Black Flag.” Before the publisher of 
these gems could get the manuscript he had 
ta stipulate that the volume should not be 
placed on sale or advertised-in the United 
States, and should not be reprinted here if 
he can help it. If Mr. Astor have his way 
not one copy will reach this country. 

These conditions, if imposed by another 
author, would look like a scheme to excite 
uncontrollable curiosity as to his book, even 
if English critics did not grow enthusiastic 
over it, which they do not over Mr. Astor’s 
short stories. These critics, not being fa- 
miliar with his previous ventures, speak of 
the stories as a wealthy man’s literary ex- 
periments.- Mr. Astor is silly and sincere. 
America is to have none of the ripened 
fruits of his genius. He would not give up 
his revenge even if Congress were to pass 
a resolution begging him to do s& But 
even if he shall carry out his fell design, the 
country will not grieve, There are other 
millionaires in whose fine essays in the field 
of fiction Americans take more interest 


;than in Mr. Astor’s. These literary pro- 


ductions are the exciting prospectuses of the 
United States Steel company and similar 
industrial enterprises. 


REFORMING ENGLISH SPELLING. 

The National Educational! association has 
acted wisely in postponing indefinitely the 
proposition to appropriate $1,000 annually 
for the promotion of spelling reform. It 
will do no harm to defer the crusade fora 
century or two. Perhaps by that time 
there will suddenly be some such upheayal 
as that which wiped out African slavery in 
this country. Until then it will apparent- 
ly be the lot of the little band of ardent 
reformers to work in vain. It is still too early 
to make apprdépriations for releasing thie 
race from the “abomination of inconsis- 
tencies” or “sum of all villainies” in- 
trenched behind the dictionary. Even if 
each of the reformers were to became a 
John Brown and sacrifice his life to the 
cause of simplified spelling, his soul would 
not go marching on to victory. The time 
is not yet ripe. The 130,000,000 people 
in bondage to the English spelling book do 
not yet care enough for emancipation to 
throw it away. | 

The reformers cannot take this matter-of- 
fact view. of the situation. They see only 
the “ abomination of inconsistencies ” and 
are stirred with righteous indignation that 
two great. nations should continue wasting 
their time in learning the archaic and useless 
forms into which English words happened 
to be cast two or three centuries ago by 
the printers of that day. Theoretically the 
reformers are right. Practically they are 
wrong. It seems to them a sinful waste 
of time and brain force to go through the 
generations writing “through” and 
“dough” for “thru” and “do,” and so 
they attack the evil; lance in rest, with all 
the conscientious courage of Don Quixote 
himself. But windmills and spelling books 
are stubborn things to conquer. : 

Much as one may admire the courage 
of the spelling reformers their labors are 
not profitable. Perhaps they would be less 
brave if they knew how much there is to 
do. To reform the spelling of a few words 
is to accomplish little. There is no con- 
sistent stopping place short of a complete 
new alphabet on phonetic principles. If 
this were adopted through some world-wide 
edict that could be enforced there would 
cease to be uniformity in spelling, because 
the pronunciation of words is. not uni- 
form or fixed. Under a phonetic system cer- 
tain words would be spelled differently in 
different parts of the United States at the 
present moment. So long as we have a 
common dictionary spelling must be more 
or less inaccurate phonetically somewhere, 
and without a common dictionary the writ- 
ten language would lose its present unity. 


The reformers should temper their warlike |. 
ardor with cool thoughts of the magnitude

BAKED BEANS DEFENDED. 

The Charleston (8. C.) News and Courier, 
notwithstanding Mr. Webster’s eulogy of 
the State and Senator Hoar’s recent visit 
to the city, loses no occasion to make a 
fling at New England and New England 
habits, Of late it has had several articles 
reflecting upon the practice of the Yankees, 
“ notwithstanding their pretensions to ad- 
vanced civilization and cultivated tastes, of 
sometimes cooking beans with fat pork and 
molasses and then eating the compound, in- 
stead of giving it to the poor.” | 

At last “ Lucullus,” a New-Englander re- 
siding in Charleston, writes to that paper 
resenting its sneering tone. He or she in- 
forms it just how beans are baked and 
why a modicum of molasses is used to give 
the beans a proper brown color, and closes 
by saying: “I have never known any one, 
North or South, who ever tasted beans 
cooked in this way but who was ready and 
eager to eat more at any time and all times. 
I have noticed them eat and eat, and open 
their waistcoat, loose their belt, and still 
eat beans, fat pork, and molasses.” In an- 
other connection “ Lucullus ” quietly asks if 
hominy and pork gravy is not a worse com- 
pound than pork and beans and molasses. 
No sufficient answer is made to this perti- 
nent question. The animus of the News 
and Courier’s attack upon this venerable 
New England institution is. based upon its 
ignorant assumption that New England

The Duke now cruelly regrets the il-ad-

being Mterally frozen out of England. 

For it was in England that he was born, 
and to a great extent educated. He served 
as an Officer in the Engtlish army, wearing the 
late Queen’s cloth as euch, and it is there that 
he has histwo homes. He is greatly attached 
to York House at ‘Twickenham on the 
Thames, and so, too, is the Duchess, who has 
all her favorite belongings there, and since 
he inherited it from. his granduncle, the 
Duc d@’Aumale, he haé épent more than haif 


ie filled with all kinds of costly bric-A-brac 
and furniture, and it has often been stated 
that if the Duke were to loge every cent of 
his present income he would be able to live 
im luxury for the remainder of his days on the 
proceeds of the sale of the contents of York 
House alone. 

Then, too, he has a beautiful Pnglish coun- 
try seat, named Wood Norton, Mkewise be- 
queathed to him by the Duc d Aumale, and 
literally swarming with game, the large pre- 
serves and park being surrounded by a ring 
fence, many miles in length. Indeed, it is 
a place. 


Since the Duke's expulsion from the Lom 
don clubs to which he belonged, both these 
places have been shut up, and both he and 
his wife have been traveling about on the 
eonmtinent, homeless so to speak, save for 
their chateau in Sicily, and bein& made to 
feel that their presence'iIn ali of the coun- 
tries which they visit is not merely unwel- 
come, but even resented.

The royal arms of England are about to 
undergo a change, which is exciting a good 
deai of comment.

The 
reason for this omission was that whereas 
Scotiand and Ireland had become part and 
parcel of the United Kingdom by act of their 
respective Legisiatures, and of their own free 
will, Wales had been brought into the union 
by meane of English conquest.
